chief difficulty in shearing sheep arises 
-from their struggling.:To prevent this,

Sheep will kick

aged gently and carefully. 
Every 


shearer should hare a mattress of straw 
at least five feet sqnare, and so thick 
that his knees will not feel the floor 
while shearing a cheep.
